Professionally Speaking 


Dr. Sten-Erik Olsson, Visiting Professor of Surgery 
(Comparative Orthopaedics) and Head of the Department 
for Comparative Orthopaedics at The Hospital for Special 
Surgery, received the Bourgelat Medal at the Annual Con- 
gress of the British Small Animal Association in London 
on April 3rd in recognition of his work on spinal disorders 
and hip diseases in the dog.
